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Team  No.  1  worked  2393  hours  on  the  highway,  which  at  50 
cents  an  hour,  the  price  paid  by  the  town  to  private  teams,  would 
mean  that  the  team  earned  $1196.50.  The  team  should  also  be 
credited  with  $150  from  the  Fire  Dept.  which  would  make  the  total 
earnings  $1346.50.     The  balance  in  favor  of  Team  No.  1  is  $225.33. 

Team  No.  2  earned  $375.  for  transportation  of  school  children, 
$347.  on  street  sprinkling,  and  estimating  the  amount  of  highway 
work  at  the  same  amount  as  last  year  $444.,  together  with  the  $150 
to  be  credited  for  Fire  Dept.  work,  makes  a  total  of  $1316.  The 
balance  in  favor  of  Team  No.  2  is  $70.71.  We  were  obliged  to  esti- 
mate the  highway  work  as  the  new  driver  of  Team  No.  2  did  not 
receive  the  time  book  from  the  old  driver,  and  did  not  know  for 
some  time  that  a  daily  record  was  to  be  kept. 

Number  of  loads  of  water,  6000  gallons  to  a  load,  used  for 
street  watering  2040  or  1,224,000  gallons.  Before  the  Central 
Stable  was  established,  the  hay  used  by  the  Town  Teams  was  paid 
for  the  year  following  its  use.  This  year  we  have  paid  for  the  hay 
up  to  Dec.  31,  1908,  two  years  supply  being  charged  to  each  team, 
which  makes  their  total  expense  larger  than  usual.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


During  the  year  of  1908  the  Board  of  Health  has  been  active 
in  looking  after  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Town.  The 
old  problems  of  previous  years  are  many  of  them  still  with  us,  and 
must  be  dealt  with  in  the  future.  New  problems  have  also  arisen 
and  will  doubtless  continue  to  arise.  The  problem  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases  is  one  that  is  very  uncertain  in  its  nature, 
and  the  conditions  that  surround  it  are  liable  to  effect  to  a  marked 
degree  its  reasonable  solution  when   present.     Even  isolated   cases 
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are  at  times  expensive  to  handle.  To  illustrate  ;  In  September  a 
case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a  non-English  speaking  family.  When 
informed  by  the  physician  in  attendance  that  they  would  have  to  be 
quarantined,  and  also  let  their  boarders  go  ;  and  that  no  one  would 
be  allowed  to  enter  or  leave  the  house  during  the  quarantine,  they 
expressed  the  intention  of  taking  the  sick  child  and  going  to  a 
neighboring  city  on  the  train.  They  were  making  arrangements 
along  these  lines  when  the  Board  of  Health  appeared  upon  the 
scene.  They  insisted  upon  their  right  to  do  as  they  pleased,  with 
the  result  that  the  Board  had  to  establish  and  maintain  police  sur- 
veillance night  and  day  during  the  continuance  of  the  disease.  An- 
other instance  occurred  in  which  a  parent  broke  quarantine,  ami 
took  children  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  to  Boston,  on  the  train. 
The  party  was  cited  into  Court  and  paid  a  fine  for  his  experiment. 
The  town  of  Ipswich  afterwards  received  a  bill  from  the  city  of, Bos- 
ton for  caring  for  the  children  in  the  Contagious  Hospital. 

Now  the  point  we  wish  to  make  is  this :  These  were  isolated 
cases.  There  was  no  epidemic  in  the  town,  and  there  were  a  less 
number  of  contagious  diseases  than  during  any  calendar  year  for  a 
decade,  there  being  only  31  cases.  We  can  only  draw  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  Town  was  fortunate  that  there  was  no  epidemic.  Had 
there  been,  the  expense  of  quarantine  would  probably  have  been  a 
very  large  item. 

The  question  of  sewerage  still  remains  as  it  has  been  in 
former  years,  except  that  the  necessity  for  its  introduction  grows 
stronger.  New  houses  are  constantly  being  built  and  the  problem 
of  drainage  is  a  serious  one.

Enough  has  been  subscribed   that  has  not  been  collected  to 
cover  the  over-payments. 
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There  were  held  during:  the  year  two  Public  Hearings  on  mat- 
ters of  Public  Interest. 

Nearly  every  legislature  passes  new  laws  which  increase  the 
duties  of  local  boards  of  health.  They  also  increase  the  expense  of 
administration.  For  instance,  the  cost  of  meat  inspection  for  1908 
was  more  than  double  what  it  was  in  1907.  The  Inspector  of  Meats 
is  really  a  state  official,  yet  the  law  requires  that  he  be  appointed 
by  the  local  Board  of  Health.  This  service  in  Ipswich  is  paid  for 
from  the  Health  Department.  This  is  only  one  instance  of  many 
that  could  be  cited  which  has  led  to  increased  cost  in  administra- 
tion. Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Board  of  Health  had  its  own 
appropriation.  The  Board  had  asked  for  the  sum  of  $1500.  The 
Finance  Committee  recommended  $1200  which  was  the  sum  appro- 
priated. It  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  depart- 
ment. Had  the  sum  asked  for  by  the  Board  been  appropriated 
there  would  still  have  been  a  deficit.  This  shows  that  the  Board's 
estimate  of  its  needs,  based  upon  a  full  knowledge  of  the  situation, 
was  a  conservative  one. 

The  financial  report  which  appears  elsewhere  in  these  pages 
shows  a  balance  for  the  department.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  books  for  the  year  were  closed  January  1st.  Since  that  date 
bills  which  were  contracted  by  the  department  in  1908  have  been 
received  and  approved.     These  bills  amounted  to  $342.87. 

The  actual  standing  of  the  Department  is  as  follows: 

Received  by  appropriation  $1200.00.  From  other  sources, 
$210.75,  making  a  total  of  $1410.75.  There  were  paid  ±rom  this  ac- 
count bills  to  the  amount  of  $1312  .15.  This  left  when  the  Dooks 
were  closed  January  1st,  a  balance  of  $98.60.  To  offset  this  seem- 
ing balance  are  the  bills  before  referred  to,  amounting  to  $342.87. 
This  turns  the  scale  the  other  way,  making  a  deficit  of  $244.27, 
which  will  have  to  be  paid  from  the  1909  appropriation. 

We  renew  the  recommendation  that  we  made  last  year,  that 
the  sum  of  $1500.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Health  Department 
for  the  ensuing  year.

[n  closing  we  would  again  remind  physicians  that  the  lavr  now 
requires  that  they  report  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  of  whatever 
form,  immediately,  to  the  Board  of  Health.  There  have  been  cases 
that  never  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  until  notices  came 
in  the  form  of  death  certificates.  As  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  Tuberculosis  is  a  subject  that  is  now  arousing  a  great  deal  of 
public  interest,  and  one  upon  which  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
legislation,  it  behooves  physicians  to  comply  with  the  law  by  re- 
porting all  cases,  and  thereby  enable  the  local  Board  of  Health  to 
promptly  carry  out  the  regulations  required  by  the  State  Board. 
It  would  be  a  most  excellent  move  if  some  of  our  people  who  are 
interested  in  charity  and  philanthropy  would  form  an  anti-tubercu- 
losis society.  Such  a  society  could  do  a  great  educational  work 
among  the  people  in  giving  them  a  knowledge  of  how  to  care  for 
themselves  and  others  who  may  be  menaced  by  this  dread  disease.

Early  in  the  year,  (March  15th),  Mr.  Daniel  S.  Appleton,  who 
was  in  charge  of  the  town  farm,  resigned  and  it  became  necessary 
to  secure  a  new  superintendent.  Among  the  applicants  was  Mr. 
Olden  Charles,  who  was  an  employe  at  the  farm.  He  had  had  ex- 
perience as  a  town  official  in  Maine,  and  also  at  a  county  institution. 
He  was  entitled,  under  our  state  laws,  as  a  veteran  of  the  Civil 
war,  to  preference,  if  qualified  for  the  position.  We  felt  that  he 
had  such  qualifications  as  strongly  recommended  him  for  the  posi- 
tion and  he  was  appointed.     With  high  prices  prevailing  for  sup- 
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plies,  and  with  partial  crop  failures  on  hay  and  potatoes,  (failure 
for  which  he  was  not  responsible),  he  has  been  somewhat  handi- 
capped, but  has  made  a  very  good  showing  taking  everything  into 
consideration. 

We  have  made  ordinary  repairs  at  the  farm,  and  some  unusual 
repairs  this  year,  which  have  added  to  the  expense. 

For  a  number  of  years  we  have  pointed  out  that  it  is  a  serious 
question  as  to  whether  it  is  wise  for  the  town  to  continue  to  own  so 
large  a  farm,  but  the  town  has  not  taken  any  action  on  our  report. 
We  again  call  to  your  attention  that  this  matter  should  be  given 
serious  consideration. 

In  the  outside  poor  department  there  has  been  a  reduction  in 
the  expenditures  from  last  year,  when  a  number  of  unusual  ca 
were  handled.  It  is  impossible  to  say  in  advance  what  the  expense 
of  this  department  will  be,  for  all  just  calls  for  aid  must  be  an- 
swered, and  under  modern  conditions  of  caring  for  the  sick,  ex- 
penses mount  up  rapidly. 

The  report  of  Dr.  MacArthur,  the  town  physician,  shows  that 
under  his  contract  with  the  Poor  Department,  he  made  the  follow- 
ing visits:

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The  Selectmen  are  greatly  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
balance  in  favor  of  the  town  is  $5,000.  larger  than  last  year,  the 
figures  this  year  being  $8,861,67  as  against  $3,929.20  last  year.  It 
a  sufficient  answer  to  those  critics  who  say  that  public  officials 
spend  all  the  money  they  can.  It  is  also  evidence  that  the  Select- 
men have  in  mind,  that  they  can  be  of  material  aid  to  the  Assessors 
in  bringing  abcut  a  reduction  of  taxes  by  having  on  hand  this  bal- 
ance to  start  the  year  with. 

Last  year  we  published  a  tabl-B  showing  the  note  indebtedness 
and  what  the  notes  were  issued  for.  We  believe  that  the  tab!e 
should  be  in  each  report.  Here  is  the  list  of  outstanding  notes,  Jan. 
1,  1909  :

The  money  due  the  town  for  taxes  and  bills,  together  with  the 
each  on  hand  is  $8,861.67  more  than  enough  to  pay  the  $18,000  ol 
the  tax  notes  of  1908.  We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  $3,500  of 
the  old  note  indebtedness  has  been  paid  this  year. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  highways,  recommended 
the  appointment  of  Joseph  A.  Huckins  as  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  and  that  report  was  adopted  by  the  voters.    We  reappoint- 
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ed  Mr.  Huckins,  and  we  believe  that  he  has  done  excellent  work. 
We  are  well  aware  that  it  is  not  possible  to  do  each  and  every  thing 
suggested  by  various  citizens,  and  also  that  there  is  bound  to  be 
differences  of  opinion  as  to  what  is  best.  The  appropriation  is  not 
large  enough  to  hire  a  permanent  engineer  on  the  road  roller,  and 
it  frequently  happens  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  a  good  roller  man 
at  the  time  he  is  wanted.  As  a  result  there  are  criticisms  for  not 
using  the  roller,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  superintendent  is 
more  anxious  to  use  it  than  his  critics  are  to  have  him  do  so.  A 
comparison  of  the  amounts  expended  in  the  outlaying  districts  will 
show  that  in  nearly  every  case  they  were  allowed  a  larger  amount 
than  in  1907.  The  old  cry  that ''under  a  street  superintendent  the 
outlaying  districts  would  be  neglected"  is  disproved. 

An  examination  of  the  taxes  paid  by  owners  of  boats,  proved 
that  they  were  paying  quite  a  sum  into  the  treasury.  In  view  of 
that  fact  we  deemed  it  fair  to  do  something  for  their  "highway" 
the  river.  We  purchassd  an  outfit  for  lighted  buoys  and  contracted 
for  care  of  the  same.  As  a  consequence  the  river  channel  was  easy 
to  follow  night  or  day  from  the  wharf  to  Little  Neck.  As  yet  we 
have  not  heard  a  single  criticism  of  our  plan.  Many  kind  words 
have  been  said  not  only  by  Ipswich  people,  but  by  the  large  num- 
ber of  summer  residents  who  come  to  us.  The  taxes  on  the  boats 
more  than  pay  the  cost. 

We  have  CDntinued  to  make  needed  improvements  on  the  in- 
terior of  the  Town  House  without  asking  for  special  appropriation. 
The  exterior  of  the  building  needs  repairing  and  needs  paint  also. 
We  recommend  a  special  appropriation  for  that  work. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  various  town  officials  and   to   the 

citizens  in  general  for  their  aid  and  cooperation  in  making   1908  a 

successful  year.     We  hope  that  a  study  of  the  facts  and  figure  will 

convince  all  that  we  as  your  servants  have  been  faithful  to  the  trust 

imposed  in  us.

$20,000  to  be  raised  in  1908. 

The  following  table  shows  the  increased  appropriations  made 
by  the. town  meeting  over  those  of  1907.

The  above  increases,  a  total  of  about  $10,000.,  were  all  voted 
by  the  annual  meeting  on  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The 
state  also  called  for  $3300  more  than  in  1907  and  the  county  $860 
more,  making  a  total  of  over  $14,000  increase. 

In  addition  to  the  increase,  the  loss  of  the  liquor  license 
money,  $5028,  made  it  necessary  tu  raise  that  amount  by  taxation, 
making  a  total  of  nearly  $20,000  to  be  added  to  the  taxes  of  1908. 
We  desire  to  point  out  that  your  assessors  are  not  responsible,  (as 
some  people  seem  to  think),  as  they  are  comi jelled  to  raise  by  taxa- 
tion the  sum  needed  to  meet  the  expenses.  We  found  new  property 
to  the  value  of  about  $225,000  and  with  this  addition  we  were  able 
to  fix  the  rate  at  $18.00.,  one  dollar  less  than  we  expected. 

The  chairman  of  the  assessors  made  his  annual  visic  to  the 
state  corporation  tax  department  this  year,  and  laid  claim  to  $1025. 
corporation  tax  which  had  not  been  awarded  to  the  town.  His 
claim  has  been  allowed  and  the  cash  will  be  paid  to  the  town  in 
February. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  future  direct  appropriations  be 
made  for  each  department.  The  amount  to  be  raised  will  not  be 
increased  by  so  doing,  and  the  accounts  will  be  in  better  business 
form. 

The  excellent  showing  made  by  the  town  this  year,  there  being 
a  balance  of  nearly  $9000,  means  a  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  if 
proper  judgment  is  used  in  making  appropriations. 

We  recommend  that  every  effort  be  made  to  make  a  substan- 
tial reduction  in  the  rate.

Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


The  year  1908  has  passed  into  history.  Its  privileges 
and  opportunities  are  gone  beyond  recall.  Its  successes  and 
failures  are  imperishably  written  in  the  book  of  Time  and 
we  are  powerless  to  change  the  record.  Whatever  has  been 
accomplished  to  make  the  generation  wiser,  better,  happier, 
stands  to  our  everlasting  credit;  but  if  there  has  been  no 
earnest  purpose,  no  attempt  to  grasp  the  passing  opportu- 
nities, no  sincere  endeavor  to  uplift  and  improve  humanity, 
the  entry  must  necessarily  be  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
ledger  of  Life;  for  we  are  debtors  to  every  opportunity, 
whether  improved  or  unimproved, 

That  the  toilers  in  the  various  departments  of  our 
school  system  have  been  earnest  in  purpose  and  diligent  in 
effort  during  the  year  that  is  past,  are  facts  well  known  to 
your  committee,  who  feel  that  the  teachers,  both  regular 
and  special,  are  deserving  of  warmest  commendation.  That 
their  endeavors  have  been  productive  of  good  results,  is  ap- 
parent to  every  visitor  at  the  schools.  It  is  not  claimed 
that  all  the  opportunities  have  been  improved,  or  the  very 
fullest  possibilities  realized;  but  it  is  certain  that  good  and 
efficient  service  has  been  rendered,  real  and  satisfactory  pro- 
gress made,  and  that  the  schools  as  a  whole  were  never  in 
better  condition  than  at  present.        The  balance  is  therefore 
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on  the  right  side,  and  the  people  of  Ioswich  may  be  congrat- 
ulated upon  the  general  excellence  of  their  public  schools. 

Grouping-  the  Grammar.  Primary  and  Ungraded  schools 
and  expressing  our  approval  of  the  work  accomplished  in 
them,  we  would  make  especial  and  particular  mention  of  the 
High  School.  The  past  vear  has  been  characterized,  if  pos- 
sible, by  more  earnest  and  painstaking  efforts  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers,  which  have  been  attended  by  correspondingly 
increased  results.  In  the  ooinion  of    the    Committee,    the 

Manning  High  School  compares  verv  favorably  with  similar 
schools  about  us.  It  is  the  equal  of  most  of  its  class  and  the 
superior  of  many.  The  labors  of  the  principal  and  assist- 
ants are  deserving  of  appreciation. 

The  number  of  puoils  in  the  High  School  at  the  present 
time  is  92.  While  the  graduating  class  this  year  is  small, 
the  number  to  enter  in  September  from  the  Grammar  School 
will  be  upwards  of  40,  which  will  bring  the  total  enrolment 
to  about  125.  This  will  overcrowd  the  space  devoted  to  the 
High  School;  and,  while  it  will  prove  a  source  of  inconven- 
ience to  teachers  and  pupils,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  in  some 
measure  detrimental  to  the  work  and  prejudicial  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  school.  This  makes  necessarv  the  repetition 
of  former  statements  that  the  High  School  needs  the  entire 
Manning  Building.  Again:  The  Ninth  Grade  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  now  occupying  the  Manning  Building  has  65  pu- 
pils, a  considerable  portion  of  whom  will  remain  another 
year.  Into  this  school  the  two  Eighth  Grades  will  send  at 
least  60  pupils,  which  is  more  than  can  be  accommodated. 
This,  it  would  seem,  will  necessitate  the  removal 
of  the  school  from  the  Manning  Building,  but  where 
to  locate  it  is  a  problem  which  yet  remains  to  be  solved. 

Since  the  introduction  of  medical  inspection  into  our 
schools,  it  is  felt  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished.  A 
Medical  Inspector  is  employed  who  may  be  called  upon  at 
anv  time  bv  any  teacher  to    determine  whether  a  pupil  with 
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cough,  fever  or  skin  eruption  shall  be  sent  home.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  Committee  to  have  parents  feel  that  the  child's 
body,  as  well  as  the  training  and  development  of  the  mind, 
is  carefully  looked  after  and  that  he  is  as  safe  from  conta- 
gious disease  in  the  schoolroom  as  in  his  own  home.  We 
trust  the  report  of  the  School  Physician  which  is  appended 
will  be  careful Iv  read  and  considered. 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  residents  at  Grape 
Island,  the  school  on  the  Island  was  continued  until  Christ- 
mas, making-  eight  months  of  continuous  instruction.  The 
pupils  made  excellent  progress  during"  the  past  year  and  are 
quite  as  far  advanced  as  those  of  the  same  age  in  the  town 
schools. 

A  canvas  of  the  Appleton  District  made  in  August  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  onlv  four  children  were  found  to  attend 
the  school  in  that  locality.  And  as  the  parents  were  quite 
willing-  their  children  should  attend  the  schools  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  town,  arrangements  were  made  for  their  transfer, 
and  the  Appleton  School  was  discontinued. 

In  consideration  of  the  finances  at  our  disposal,  we 
would  sav  that  it  is  alwavs  our  endeavor  to  manage  the 
funds  with  due  care  and  to  practice  the  utmost  economy 
consistent  with  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  schools. 
With  increased  responsibilities  and  expenses  last  year  it  was 
feared  bv  the  Committee  that  the  appropriation  would  be 
found  insufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  and  that  a  second 
appropriation  would  be  necessary.  But  this,  we  are  happy 
to  say.  has  been  avoided.  The  opening-  of  the  Burley  School 
necessitated  a  large  outlay  in  furnishing  the  building,  and 
some  extra  work  about  the  building  brought  further  ex- 
pense. It  was  also  necessan7  to  employ  two  new  teachers, 
which  increased  our  expenditures  for  salaries.  The  terrible 
disaster  at  Collinwood,  Ohio,  by  which  170  children  lest 
their  lives,  so  agitated  the  people  of  the  country  in  regard 
to  the  safetv  of  scheolhouses,  that  venr    Ccrrmittee    felt   it 
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their  duty  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  children  by 
changing  the  doors  of  all  the  school  buildings  so  that  they 
should    open   outward.  This   brought    an   unforeseen 

expense  of  $155.00.  Following  this  report  is  a  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  your  School  Board  during 
the  year  1908. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
together  with  those  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  and 
the  Supervisors  of  Music  and  Drawing,  will  acquaint  the 
reader  with  the  work  of  the  schools  in  detail.

To  the  School  Board  of  Ipswich: 

I  beg  to  present  the  report 
for  the  calendar  year  1908,  my  fourth  report. 

The  year  was  marked  by  changes  more  than  usual  in 
number  and  importance.  The  most  noteworthy  was  the 

opening-  of  the  Burley  school  in  September,  the  keys  of 
which  had  been  turned  over  to  the  School  Board  by  the 
special  committee  on  construction  at  formal  public  exercises 
June  26.  By  direction  of  the  Board,  the  house  was  fur- 
nished and  equipped  for  eight  grades,  each  of  the  four 
rooms  having  two  grades.  The  opening  day  of  the  school 
year  saw  every  room  filled  to  repletion  with  pupils. 

The  increased  accommodation  thus  secured  allowed  the 
discontinuance  of  the  two  temporary  rooms  in  the  Warren 
street  fire  station  and  in  the  Colonial  Building.  The  out- 
lying Appleton  schoolhouse  has  not  been  opened  the  present 
school  year,  as  there  are  but  two  pupils  in  the  district. 
These  are  attending  our  central  schools,  being  conveyed  the 
larger  part  of  the  distance  by  electric  cars. 

The  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  were  very  numer- 
ous. Miss  Myra  Lord,  assistant  in  the  eighth  grade,  and 
Miss  Kathryn    L.    Brown,    of    Manning   street    fifth    grade, 
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resigned  in  the  spring"  to  enter  the  estate  of  matrimony. 
Th^se  vacancies  were  filled  respectively  by  Misses  Harriet 
B.  Varney  and  Elsie  W.  Johnson,  "pupil  teachers"  of  Su- 
perintendent Putney  of  Gloucester.  The  close  of  the  school 
rear  brought  the  resignations  of  Miss  Alice  R.  Ropes  of  the 
High  school,  Miss  Mabel  F.  Powell  of  the  seventh  grade, 
and  Miss  Desdemona  Williams  of  the  Cogswell  school. 

New  teachers  who  began  service  this  current  year  were: 
In  the  High  school,  Miss  Carrie  E.  Baker  of  Lancaster, 
N  H..  a  graduate  of  Boston  University;  in  the  grades,  Miss 
Lillian  Maud  Schofield,  of  our  own  town,  trained  in  Salem 
Normal  school;  Miss  Rosalie  E.  Chase  of  Newburyport, 
trained  in  the  Newburyport  Training  school;  Miss  Carolyn 
G.  Bradbury  of  Newburyport,  trained  also  in  Newburyport 
Trai   ing  school' 

Since  mamT  teachers  in  the  grades  were  assigned  to  new 
places  in  September,  it  will  be  well  here  to  give  a  list  of  our 
grammar  and  primary  teachers  in  their  respective  positions, 
noting  the  cases  of  transfer:

At  the  end  of  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  Miss 
Kathryn  M.  Clarke,  a  most  successful  primary  teacher,  re- 
signed to  accept  a  position  in  Lynn  at  k  much  hig-her  sal- 
anT.  While  Lynn  is  not  to  be  blamed  for  coveting-  our  best 
gifts,  who  of  us  does  not  wish  that  our  salaries  would  safe- 
guard us  in  holding  our  best?  Miss  Margaret  Beirne  of 
Peabody-  was  drawn  from  the  Rowley  schools  to  succeed. 
Miss  Clarke. 

In  December,  Miss  Pauline  Ross,  of  our  town  and  grad- 
uate of  our  high  school,  was  added  to  the  teaching  force  in 
the  Winthrop  school  to  assist  the  teachers  with  too  many 
pupils  and  to  give  individual  attention  to  backward  learn- 
ers. This,  your  superintendent  thinks,  is  progressive  action 
which  may  well  be  carried  farther. 

Two  more  resignations  came  to  us  in  the  Christmas  hol- 
ida}rs.  Miss  Beirne  of  the  Payne  scoool,  lured  by  better 
salar}T,  accepted  place  in  the  schools  of  Peabody,  her  home. 
Miss  Bradbury  of  Linebrook  took  an  appointment  in  New- 
bur}r,  nearer  her  home.  The  Board  elected  to  the  Payne 
vacancy  Miss    Annie   M.    R3ran    of    Newburyport    from    the 
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Newburyport  Training-  School,  and  to  the  Linebrook  vacan- 
cy Miss  Charlotte  E:  Burnham  of  Topsfield. 

The  Hig-h  school  last  September  admitted  the  largest 
entering:  class  in  its  career.  As  the  class  entering-  next  Sep- 
tember will  probably  be  yet  larg-er,  and  as  the  graduating- 
class  this  year  is  small,  the  prospect  is  that  next  fall  the 
school  will  attain  to  its  highest  enrolment.  This  will  nec- 
essitate the  use  of  the  whole  Manning-  building-  for  the 
school.  Moreover,  as  the  promise  is  for  constantly  enlarg- 
ing- entrance  classes,  provision  oug-ht  soon  to  be  made  to  in- 
crease the  seating-  capacity  of  the  building-. 

Next  September,  therefore,  the  ninth  grade,  which  now 
occupies  a  portion  of  the  Manning  builning\  will  be  without 
accommodations.  Where  is  it  to  be  housed?  The  class  will 
number  about  sixty.  The  addition  to  the  Winthrop,  which 
the  School  Board  has  repeatedly  sought,  is  a  crying-  need 
for  the  accommodation  of  our  grammar  grades.  The  case 
would  seem  to  call  for  prompt  attention. 

The  High  school  is  the  grateful  recipient  of  a  valuable 
work,  "The  National  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Biography," 
in  14  vols.,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Dean  Sag-e  of  New  York,  in 
memory  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Manning-,  our  liberal  benefactor.  The 
new  Burley  school  has  needs  which  may  tempt  the  generos- 
ity of  friends  of  our  schools.  The  walls  are  without  pict- 
ures, the  corridors  are  unadorned,  and  the  reception  rooms 
are  unfurnished.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  neat  fence  will 
soon  enclose  the  grounds  and  that  shade  trees  will  be  set 
out. 

On  April  29th  the  schools  had  the  privilege  of  enter- 
taining a  Teachers'  Institute,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  under  the  direction  of  State 
Ag-ents  Mr.  John  T.  Prince  and  Mr.  James  W.  MacDonald. 
About  one  hundred  teachers  from  neig-hboring- towns,  in  ad- 
dition to  our  own  teachers,  were  present.  Able  speakers  ad- 
dressed us  on  various  practical  school  subjects.       The  Insti- 
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tute  was  interesting-  and  profitable  to  every  teacher  and  of- 
ficial who  attended.  Our  State  Board  through  the  medium 
of  such  Institutes  is  rendering  valuable  service. 

We  are  making  the  experiment  of  dismissing  classes 
from  fifteen  minutes  to  an  hour  earlier  on  Friday  afternoons, 
m  way  of  reward  for  perfect  attendance  and  for  no  tardi- 
ness: We  are  obtaining  gratifving  results.  The  next  re- 
port will  show  substantia!  inrrea^e  in  our  percentage  of  at- 
tendance, which  has  been  below  the  average  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts schools.  The  time  eriven  as  reward  will  be  but 
small  beside  the  time  which  the  reward  saves.  It  is  hoped, 
besides,  that  we  shall  help  our  pupils  to  habits  of  regularity 
and  punctuality  for  the  performance  of  the  tasks  of  life. 

It  has  been  mv  pleasure  during-  the  year  to  grant 
double  promotion"  to  several  bright  or  diligent  pupils  in 
both  primarv  and  grammar  grades.  We  take  special  pride 
in  thus  advancing  children  speaking  foreign  tongues,  who 
are  naturallv  retarded  in  their  nrogress  in  the  lower  grades 
because  of  their  difficulty  with  our  language.  Some  of  these 
foreign  children,  when  thev  become  familiar  with  our 
speech,  outstrip  manv  of  our  English-speaking  children. 

It  is  observable  that  we  have  more  children  below  stan- 
dard, more  backward  pupils,  in  our  fifth  grades  than  in  any 
other.  More  enter  this  grade  poorly  prepared  than  enter  any 
other.  This  would  seem  to  show  that  our  primary  work  is 
in  need  of  improvement.  The  final  results  here  are  less  sat- 
factory  than  in  the  grammar  grades.  The  deficiency  is 

traceable  to  three  causes:  The  primary  schools  are  unduly 
large:  the  teachers  generally  have  more  than  one  grade; 
teachers  are  changed  more  frequently.  The    change    of 

teachers  is  due  to  the  smaller  salary  paid  for  primary  work. 
Teachers  pass,  when  they  can,  to  our  own  higher  grades  for 
the  better  compensation,  or  are  drawn  to  primary  work  in 
other  places,  where  primary  instruction  is  as  well  remuner- 
ated as  grammar  instruction.  Can  we  afford  to  continue 
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this  unsatisfactory  condition?  Should  we  bestow  less  care 
on  the  foundations  of  our  elementary  instruction  than  on 
the  superstructure?  An  equalization  of  the  wages  of  our 

primary  and  grammar  teachers  would  do  much  to  remove 
the  weakness.  This  done,  the  step  would  then  be  very  easy 
for  your  Board  to  adopt  a  maximum  and  minimum  wage  on 
the  basis  of  a  teacher's  experience  in  service,  and  to  fix  sal- 
aries with  perfect  justice.  Because  of  the  signal  benefit 
which  this  action  would  secure,  I  am  importunate  in  com- 
mending it  to  you. 

In  view  of  the  upheaval  which  the  many  changes  in  the 
teaching  force  has  occasioned,  and  in  view  of  the  reconstruc- 
tion which  has  been  wrought  in  some  of  the  schools,  the 
work  of  the  year  is  measurably  gratifying  and  deserving  of 
approval.  The  discipline  of  our  schools  is  on  the  whole 
commendable.  We  think  that  for  quietness,  good  order  and 
smooth  movement,  the  Ipswich  schools  rank  well.  To  the 
prevailing  high  character,  sound  judgment  aud  worthy 
ideals  of  our  teachers,  as  well  as  to  the  prevailing  good  dis- 
position and  good  sense  of  our  scholars,  this  excellence  is  due. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  Principal 
Marston  and  of  the  supervisors  of  music  and  drawing.  Mr. 
Marston  is  rendering  faithful  service  in  his  quiet  way,  and 
justifies  your  wisdom  in  committing  to  him  the  stewardship 
of  our  High  school  for  these  many  years.  Miss    Ratsey's 

service  is  of  her  own  characteristic  excellence.  She  com- 

mands the  esteem  of  her  associate  workers  and  of  all  the  pu- 
pils. The  conscience  which  she  puts  into  her  tasks  is  not 
less  marked  than  the  skill  with  which  she  performs  it.  Mr. 
Tozer's  efficiency  increases  with  his  experience.  His  assid- 
uous devotion  to  his  department  is  admired  by  us  all,  and  his 
enthusiasm  is  imparting  itself  to  the  scholars. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  jo}T  I  have  had  in 
association  with  teachers  and  pupils,  and  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  support  and  encour- 
agement received.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  report  of  the  Manning- 
High  School  for  the  year  ending"  December  31.  1908. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory.  It 
has  been  done  without  interruption.  I  think  that    much 

gx>od  would  come  if  pupils  pass  from    the    eighth     grade    to 
the  Hig"h  school. 

The  Hig-h  school  should  have  the  use  of  the  whole  of 
the  building.  For  a  class  in  physics  to  be  compelled,  from 
lack  of  suitable  room,  to  perform  experiments  upon  the  top 
of  a  piano,  with  many  pupils  in  the  room  for  study,  is  a 
condition  which  no  skillful  educator  has  ever  suggested  as 
the  most  economic. 

It  is  right  and  just  for  me  to  state  that  whatever  is 
praiseworthy  in  the  school  is  due  to  the  excellent  work  of 
the  assistant  teachers  and  the  intelligent  oversight  of  the 
superintendent,  the  School  Committee  of  the  town  and  the 
Manning-  Trustees.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Inspector. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich: 

Medical  inspection  in  the  public  schools,  required  by  a 
law  passed  in  1906,  is  a  subject  to  which  a  great  deal  of 
careful  attention  and  study  has. been  given,,  not  only  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, but  in  many  other  states  in  the  Union,  and  in 
the  more  progressive  European  countries,  notabW  England 
and  Germany.  It  will  surprise  ma.nj  people  to  learn  that 

in  the  two  last  named  countries,  medical  inspection  of 
schools  has  reached  a  degree  of  efficiency  found  nowhere  in 
our  own  country. 

A  careful  perusal  of  what  has  been  published  about  this 
work  throughout  the  world,  shows  Massachusetts  to  be  in 
the  front  rank  in  this  country.  Medical  inspection  and  h}r- 
gienic  supervision  have  come  to  stay  in  our  public  schools, 
and  they  are  to  play  a  large  part  in  the  future.  Legislation 
is  not  yet  completed  along  these  lines.  '*In  accordance  with 
a  law  passed  in  March,  1908,  special  instruction  as  to  tuber- 
culosis and  its  prevention  must  be  given,  as  a  regular 
branch  of  stud}r  in  connection  with  physiology  and  hygiene, 
to  all  pupils  in  all  schools  which  are  supported  wholhr  or 
partly  by  public  money,  except  schools  which  are  maintained 
solely  for  instruction  in  particular  branches." 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  a  general  inspect- 
ion was  made  of  all  the  pupils  in  all  the  grades  from  1  to  8 
inclusive.  This  inspection  showed  the  general  health  to  be 
excellent,  but  it  also  showed  that  about  four  hundred  child- 
ren had  not  been  vaccinated  as  required  by  law.  A  general 
vaccination  was  ordered  and  was  performed  in  September 
and  October,  with  the  result  that  at  a  late  inspection  all 
the  pupils  in  grades  1  to  8  inclusive  had  been  duly  certified 
as  having  been  properly  vaccinated,  orhad  on  file  exemption 
cards  that  they  had  presented  physicians'  certificate  that 
they  were  unfit  subjects  for  vaccination.  The  last  previous 
general  vaccination  was  in  1903.  Teachers  have  been  in- 
structed to  admit  no  pupils  in  future  who  have  not  been 
duly  vaccinated.  This  is  to  comply  with  a  law    that    has 

been  on  the  statute  books  for  many  years.  A  law  passed  a 
few  years  ago  requires  that  eyesight  and  hearing  tests  shall 
be  made  by  the  teachers  under  the  direction  of  the  superin- 
tendent. These  tests  have  usualhT  been  made  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year.  At  the  present  writing  they  have 
not  been  made  for  the  school  year  1908-9. 

The  law  before  referred  to  requiring  instruction  in  the 
subject  of  tuberculosis,  also  requiring  that  examinations  for 
diagnosis  of  the  disease  whenever  suspected,  shall  be  made 
by  the  school  physician.  In  order  to  obtain  the  best  results 
from  medical  inspection  and  examinations  in  accordance 
with  the  various  laws,  a  course  of  instruction  in  elementary 
hygiene  should  be  given  by  the  school  physician  in  all 
the  grades,  This  would  require  that  several  hours  each 
week  be  devoted  to  such  instruction.  The  city  of  Beverly 

has  followed  this  plan  the  past  year  with  excellent  results. 
As  there  is  no  other  disease  in  which  hygiene  plays  so  large 
a  part,  both  in  its  prevention  and  in  its  succeesful  treatment 
as  in  tuberculosis,  such  instruction  seems  to  the  writer  to  be 
most  important  and  necessary. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of     all     the     teachers,     the    school 
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physician  g-ave  an  outline  of  what  in  his  opinion  seemed  the 
best  course  for  the  teachers  to  pursue  along"  these  lines.  He 
also  furnished  each  teacher  with  a  brochure  issued  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  which  imparts  valuable  information 
for  their  guidance.  A  pamphlet  has  been  issued    by    the 

State  Board  of  Education,  which  is  furnished  free  of  cost  to 
teachers.  The  school  physician  requests  that  the  Commit- 
tee furnish  the  teachers  with  copies  of  this  pamphlet,  and 
also  copies  of  a  small  book  by  Dr.  S.  A.  Knopf  entitled, 
'Tuberculosis  of  the  Masses,  and  how  to  combat  it."  This 
book  is  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
costs  25  cents  per  copy.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  wish  to  submit  the  following-  report.  When  elected 
supervisor  of  music  in  the  public  schools  of  Ipswich,  I  round 
upon  beginning  my  work  that  the  hoiks  then  in  u^e  were 
taken  from  different  courses,  and  that  they  wen3  in  poor 
condition.  I  asked  for  new  ones:  a  new  course,  as  I  realized 
that  the  pupils  could  do  much  better  work  if  one  was 
adopted.  Part  of  them  were  placed  in  the  rooms  last  year. 
But  now  we  have  the  Xew  Educational  Music  Course,  which 
is  proving-  very  satisfactory.  The  chart  has  been  dropped 

from  the  second  grade  and  books  are  given  to  every  child. 
And  I  can  safely  say  that  the  result  is  much  better  than  one 
could  have  anticipated.  In  fact,  in  every  grade.  I  consider 
that  the  scholars  are  making  great  progress. 

Music  has  been  stopped  in  the  High  School,  as  it  is  im- 
possible to  heat  the  hall,  where  we  have  our  singing-.  It 
seems  that  something  might  be  done.  In  present  conditions 
a  pupil  can  have  no  music  after  he  graduates  from  the  ninth 
grade. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  piano  in  the  AYinthrop  School.        It  has  only  been  in  r 
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for  three  }rears,  but  is  so  far  gone  to   pieces   that   it   cannot 
be  tuned. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  me  in  my  work, 
and  assure  you  I  shall  endeavor  to  make  it  satisfactory  to 
ever3Tone.

This  would  mean  that  after  adding  to  the  cost  of  the  street 
lights  every  possible  item,  that  the  747  street  lights  in  Ips- 
wich cost  for  1908,  $5.08  each  for  the  year.  Only  $739.95  of  the 
$1,500  appropriated  by  the  town  for  lighting  the  streets  was  ex- 
pended.

31,  1908,  195,  a  gain  of  25  services  in  1908.

That  the  Electric  Lighting   Dept.  has  had  a  very  successful 

year  is  clearly  shown  by  the  figures.     I  believe  that  the  showing  is 

such  that  I  am  justified  in  recommending  a  further  reduction  in 

the  price  to  consumers. 

For  many  years  the  town  has  been  appropriating  at  least 
$1500  for  lighting  the  streets.  This  was  true  previous  to  the  in- 
troduction of  electricity.  Under  the  old  system  of  street  lighting, 
when  the  town  had  about  20  gas  lamps  and  160  oil  lamps,  $1500  was 
the  regular  appropriation.  During  the  past  three  years,  with  over 
700  electric  lights  on  the  streets  the  appropriation  has  been  only 
$1500. 
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The  standing  of  the  plant  is  now  such  that  we  can  do  either 
<of  two  things — light  the  streets  without  any  appropriation,  or 
make  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  light  to  consumers.  It  does  not 
seem  fair  that  private  customers  should  pay  for  lighting  the  streets, 
which  would  be  true  if  we  do  away  with  the  $1500  appropriation, 
and  it  does  seem  that  the  town,  as  a  town,  can  afford  to  pay  at 
least  as  much  for  747  electric  lights  as  it  formerly  paid  for  less 
than  200  oil  lamps.  For  that  reason,  1  recommend  that  after  July 
1st  of  this  year,  that  the  price  for  consumers  be  10  cents  instead  of 
12  cts  per  Kilowatt  hour.  My  opinion  is,  that  a  public  plant  of 
this  kind  should  be  run  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people,  and  that 
reductions  in  price  should  be  made  whenever  justified,  to  the  end 
that  more  and  more  families  may  be  able  to  have  the  benefit  of 
•electric  lighting. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  rearrangement  of  the 
wiring  system  so  that  the  street  lights  may  be  turned  on  and  off  by 
sections,  rather  than  jumping  the  whole  load  on  at  once,  as  it  is 
now  done.  This  work  should  be  done  as  soon  as  the  weather 
is  favorable  for  out  door  work. 

In  submitting  the  figures  for  this  department,  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  show  at  the  end  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  history  of 
a  municipal  lighting  plant  in  Ipswich,  that  the  management  has 
been  such  that  the  price  may  be  reduced  from  15  cts  (at  the  start,) 
to  10  cts  per  kilowatt  hour.  1  trust  that  the  management  has 
been  satisfactory  to  the  citizens.  If  so,  I  am  well  repaid  for  what- 
ever I  may  have  done  to  establish  the  plant,  and  as  manager  since 
its  establishment.  I  believe  that  the  critical  period  is  passed,  and 
that  if  the  plant  continues  to  be  handled  as  a  business  proposition, 
and  not  a  political  one,  its  future  success  is  sure.  I  desire  to  ex- 
tend my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  commission,  who  have  at  all 
times  stood  squarely  for  business  principle,  and  to  the  employees, 
who  have  labored  hard  to  make  the  plant  successful.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  : 
Gentlemen, 
The  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their  fifteenth  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1908. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  figures  in  the  published  tables  of  this  department,  show- 
that  the  year  1908  has  been  the  most  successful  since  the  water 
supply  was  established.  The  total  for  water  sold  for  1908  7va& 
about  $1500.00  larger  than  in  any  previous  year. 

During  the  year,  two  extensions  have  been  made  at  a  cost  of 
$1046.81. 

Acting  under  authority  of  a  vote  passed  by  the  town  meet- 
ing, we  have  installed  a  new  250  horse  power  boiler  at  the  pumping 
station  this  year.  This  action  was  not  only  necessary,  but  was 
practically  compulsory  under  the  new  state  law,  as  the  old  boilers 
are  not  of  the  approved  pattern  and  must  soon  be  retired.  Putting 
in  the  new  boiler,  called  for  an  enlargement  of  the  station.  Bids 
were  called  for  on  the  boiler.  Dillcn  &  Co.  of  Fitchburg,  Mass., 
were  the  lowest  bidders,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  them. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  get  bids  on  the  work  of  enlarging 
the  station.  Most  of  those  asked  to  bid  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  work  of  tearing  down  and  replacing  etc.,  was  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  would  be  best  to  have  the  work  done  by  day  work.  We 
finally  adopted  that  plan  and  engaged  Benj.  W.  Woodward  to  make 
the  plans  and  superintend  the  work.  It  was  found  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  that  the  cost  by  day  work  was  considerable  lower 
than  the  lowest  bid  received,  and  lower  than  the  estimates  made 
by  expert  engineers. 

An  examination  of  the  pumping  machinery  and  much  of  the 
piping  at  the  station,  showed  that  the  fourteen  years'  usage  had 
made  it  absolutely  necessary  to  put  in  new  material.  This  work 
has  been  done  and  the  plant  is  now  in  better  condition  than  ever 
before. 

No  action  was  taken  at  the  meeting  last  year,  in  regard  to 
our  recommendation,  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  certain  land 
around  the  basin  before  more  buildings  are  erected.  We  renevv 
the  recommendation. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  for  1909  to  be  $14,000.00,  and  the 
disbursements  $14,756.61,  as  follows  :  Sinking  Fund  $3,656.61,  Main- 
tenance $3500.00,  Services  $1000.00,  Interest  on  Bonds  $6600.00. 
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We  call  attention  to  the  investment  of  the  sinking  funds.  We 

feel  that  the  funds  are  wisely  and  safely  invested,   and  invite  the 

closest  investigation  as  to  the  value  of  the  securities  and   to  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  safeguarded. 


ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  various  tables,  and  the  report  of  the  manager  of  this  de- 
partment, make  it  clear  to  all  that  municipal  lighting,  when  run  as 
a  business  proposition,  can  be  made  a  success  and  that  in  Ipswich, 
it  is  a  success. 

The  recommendations  made  by  the  manager  that  the  price 
per  kilowatt  hour  be  reduced  from  12  cents  to  10  cents  is  the  best 
proof  of  this  success.  We  feelt  after  a  careful  examination  of  his 
figures  that  the  reduction  is  warranted,  and  that  it  should  go  into 
effect  at  the  time  specified.

The  knowledge  that  he 
has  gained  from  his  connection  with  the  Department  and  given  to 
the  Town  for  the  salary  he  has  received,  is  of  financial  benefit  to 
the  Town,  as  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  Board  to  have 
secured  the  services  of  a  clerk  and  manager  for  several  times  the 
amount  Mr.  Schofield  receives.
